This, gentlemen, is only on th*> sur­ 
face ; just get a stick and stir Iwneath, 
and you are greeted b y an unholy stench.

county jail has b een a curse since its ex- 
istance to the health of thoses<i unfortu­ 
nate as to b e confined w ithin its walls ; 
a mass of stone and b rick cemented to­ 
gether—mostly under ground—without 
reference to scientific construction,w ith­ 
out a sewerage system, the latter siniplj' 
a hole through one of the huge stones 
which constitute the flmir of tho cells. 
And this hole goes—no one knows where

Possibly few' persons ara aware that 
our comity jail can boast of a corridor, 
a nasty, filthy corridor where prisoners 
are afforded a treat l f ) each day by 
being librated from filthier cells to exer­ 
cise in the pure ( f) air of this corridor, 
under the floors of which some months 
ago, maggots innumerable were found 
by workmen who were making repairs 
on said floor. 
I desire to say before going further, 
that my illusion to filthy cells, etc., 
reflects in no way on either the present 
sheriff and family, or on any of the offi­ 
cials who have occupied, and have been 
responsible for the condition and care 
of the building iii the past. 
Far from 
it, hut on the other hand I would say 
thut 
for 
many 
years the iucnm 
bents aud their deputies have been 
untiring in their effort* in keeping flu 
premises as clean as the facilities w’ould 
admit of and all deserve much credit 
therefore. 
You pay a visit to the jail 
today, or any day, if yon please, and you 
W'ill note that Sheriff Gill and his depu 
ties always have things shining, so to 
speak; so it has Ixten for many years 
with the past incumbents. 
This, gentlemen, is only on the but 
faee ; just get a stick and stir beneath 
and you are greeted by an unholy stench 
Why is it thus? Simply this. 
Our 
oouiity jail has been a curse since its ex 
istanee to the health of those so unfortu­ 
nate as to be confined within its walls; 
a mass of stone and brick cemented to 
gether—mostly under ground—without 
reference to scientific construction,with­ 
out a sewerage system, the latter simply 
a hole through one of the huge stones 
which constitute the floor of the cells 
Arid this hob* goes—no one knows when 
—probably into the well, as this latter 
is situated bnt 15 or 20 feet aw’ay. 
Bo 
this as it mav. 
This same hole 
be­ 
came obstructed many years ago, and 
during the regular daily hosing and 
scrubbing given the cells and hallway 
with their stone floors, this filthy water 
must, much of it, necessarily be per­ 
mitted to soak aw'ay into the stones and 
their intervening joints. This daily ab­ 
lution the microbes and bacteria, which 
alaund here by the millions, enjoy. 
It 
affords them a bath and livens them up 
so that they are enabled to meet the 
prisoners face to face and battle to the 
death 
In reference to the results of my dif­ 
ferent examinations, I would say that, 
originally, my experiments had hearing 
for most part on the conditions of the at­ 
mosphere in the cells and the relation of 
the same to the welfare of prisoners con­ 
fined therein, aud following this I con­ 
ceived the idea of making microscopical 
examinations of specimens of earth as 
above. Tlielflrst series of experiments 
demonstrated, beyond all doubt, highly 
vitiated condition of the air of all the 
cells, occupied or empty, the air of the 
former hearing such a large percentage 
of car lion ic gas as to be not only unfit, 
hut absolutely unsafe for breathing pur­ 
poses, and these same cells are so situ­ 
ated that it is entirely out of the ques­ 
tion to ventilate them. 
As regards the 
the microscopical tests I would say that 
a microscope was not required (or cer­ 
tain of the specimens of earth and 
general debris, for the eye revealed in 
these a spectacle sufficient to excite a 
dark brown taste in a man’s mouth, and 
move hi# stomach to tears. 
Other 
specimens, under the microscope, were 
found to contain various kinds of most 
dangerous germs, among them the 
deadly consumption bacillus. This most 
deadly of germs accomplishes its work 
■lowly and is looked upon, by the people 


generally, as non-contagious, at the 
same time all physicians agreeing that 
consumption is a highly contagions dis­ 
ease. 
Therefore, you confine a prisoner in 
these illy ventilated cells, the air of 
which is laden with these deadly germs, 
liberate him after a few days, weeks or 
months. Ile rejoices perhaps that he has 
escaped a term in the penitentiary, hut 
stop and consider for a m om ent; this 
same mortal has lx»en incarcerated in a 
disease laden cell; he has inhaled theme 
consumption germ s; they ha\ e imbedded 
themselves iii the tissue of his lungs; 
they may or may not, in this individual 
ease, develop consumption, bnf a certain 
percentage of cases must develop info 
consumption under such circumstances, 
and the victims die of this loathsome 
disease.
